The bullets came from an unknown man who last night 
raped Myrtle Huff, aged 17, at William Cook’s place on the 
San Joaquin ranch, eight miles east of Santa Ana. The fiend 
tied Jessie Huff, sister of the injured girl, to a post, and forc­ 
ed his victim to the rear of the barn, 
The man took to the hills, This morning he boasted of 
his crime and was followed in to the foothills.
